AT MACLEOD|WRECK AT MICHELIENGINEER KILLED 


Opened on Tuesday|A String of Loaded Cars Gets) painh 


Away—Motor Driver Hurled 
Down Forty Feet 


Michel, Nov. 11—A fearful wreck oc- 
cured here on Saturday afternoon 
last about 3 o’clock on No. 8 mine 
tracks of the big coal tipple, resulting 
in Charles Coutious, a young Hun- 
garian motor driver, now lying at the 
hospital in a precarivus condition. 
Charley was standing with his uiotor 
on the main track when unexpectedly 
the big motor and a long string of 
louded coal cars came crashing down 
the track from the mine, having been 
signalled a clear track by mistake. 
George Gregory, brakeman on the 
small motor, jumped as he saw the 
train and the unavoidable smashup.

for practical reasons, as “if the side- 

board be near the entering door the 
hollow front will sometimes secure the 
butler from the jostles of the other 
seryants.” The butler could also reach 
across the sideboard more easily. The 
long, slender, tapering legs, like his 
chair legs, were often set into a 
rosette at the top. The bare appear- 
ance of the sideboard top, without any 
decoration or finish, did not please him, 
and he elaborated the device, probably 
borrowed from Robert Adam’s de- 
signs, of adding n rail with fine brass 
scroll work, often with candelabra at- 
tached, from which fiuted silk or 
other curtains could be suspended, thus 
giving a touch of color and light to 
the whole, This rail, Sheraton writes, 
was used to “set large dishes against 
and. to support~a couple of candle or 
lamp branches in the middle, which 
when lighted gave a very brilliant ef- 
fect to the silverware.” One of the il- 
lustrations shows the rail with its two 
graceful candle branches and with a 
wine cooler below. 

The cellaret sideboard and the side- 
board plentifully supplied with draw- 
ers, which ‘were novelties in Hepple- 
white’s time, became highly elaborate 
under Sheraton. The cellaret side- 
board was provided with a partitioned 
place for bottles of wine. In large cir 
cular sideboards he tells-us the left 
hand drawer has sometimes been fitted 
up. as a plate warmer, having a rack 
in the middle to stick the plates in, and

Another 
famous sufferer was Daniel Defoe, the 
author of “Robinson Crusoe,” who 
stood for three days in the pillory in 
Cheapside. It happened on occasions 
that the. offender died while .under- 
going his sentence. During the time of 
exposure the condemned man was not 
allowed to receive food of any sort or 
description. The last occasion on 
which a pillory sentence was passed 
was in 1814.—London Globe.

grains; pure carmine, fifteen grains. 
Blend the fats in the inside receptacle 
of a custard boiler; add benzoin while 
they are heating, the rice powder and 
carmine while cooling, and the tincture 
last of all. Spread it on the face and 
neck gently and carefully, rubbing it 
into the skin, and avoid getting it into 
the eyebrows or close to the eyes. Pow- 
der with any flesh-Colored powder or 
veloutine, applying freely with a puff; 
and, after a little while, wipe off with 
a bit of chamois. This masks as ef- 
fectually as a plaster of pastes and 
paints all slight imperfections, without 
having the repulsively artificial look ° 
which they give.

To Reduce Hips

Second, with hands 

placed lightly on the hips, the fingers 

pointing forward, let the bodx drop for- 

ward easily, so that it is bent at the 

waist. This must be done gently, as by 
sjerfing more harm than good is done. 
From this bent position roll the body 
round to the right, counting four for it 
to reach the position of being bent over 
the side, then to the back, being care- 
ful to do it very easy at first, ti the 
muscles have gained strength, for an 
exaggeration of the movement may 
caure Peat pala.
